Saturday in an airplane crash at Tyndall 
Kidd, m ar Panama City, Kla„ Iii* parents wok notified in 
a telegram they received from the fluid'* commanding otlicer 
Saturday evening at 7:30 p. in. 
The telegram gave no details of th** tragedy hut an 
Associated Press dispatch to The Gettysburg lime* from 
Panama City shortly 
before noon today disclosed that 
Lieutenant Kinsey was among six airmen killed in the 
crash of a B-26 plane in East Hay, adjacent to the Army 
Air Forces Flexible Gunnery school at Tyndall Field. 
The announcement was made by Col. John VV. Persons, 
commanding officer at the field, who also sent th*1 first word 
to Mr. and Mrs. Kinsey. 
There was nothing to indicate 
whether there were any survivors of th** crash. Th** Kinseys 
have been promised details of the accident by mail.

psychologists and thinkers. It’s what 
people Ix’lieve that makes them a 
Joy unto themselves, and an inspira­ 
tion to all with whom they come 
iii contact, 
No one ever dreamed 
of an electric light before Edison l**- 
lieved that such a light was pos­ 
sible. Even he only dreamed of what 
it would be like 
but lie built upon 
that belief that he had- and lo. the 
miracle was performed! 
Said Victor Hugo: “I feel in my­ 
self the future life." Just the mo­ 
ment that he uttered such a notable 
statem ent, 
he 
became 
immortal! j 
And each day as we individually j 
work toward a definite purpose, we 
keep touching hands with the im ­ 
mortals of the world. Our conscious 
attitude, robed in faith, overwhelm­ 
ingly assures us that life is worth 
living. 
Only the ignorant can say that 
death ends all. just as such folks say 
that life is not worth living.
